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IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE THE MOST IDEAL ENVIRONMENT, ALL FLOORS W!LL BE 
CARPeTED EXCEPT IN THE PHYSICAL EDUCATION, TOILET AND SERVICE AREAS. 
A FLEXIBLE ELECTRICAL GRID SYSTEM IS TO BE LOCATED IN THE FLOOR SYSTEM, 
WITH FLOOR OUTLET LOCATIONS INDICATED BY CONTRASTING COLORED CARPET 
INLAYS. 
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THE RESOURCE CENTER IS AN EXAMPLE OF THE STUDENT'S NEW INVOLVEMENT IN 
1HE LEARNING PROCESS. THE OPEN PLAN INTRODUCES A MIXING OF EDUCATIONAL 
FACILITIES WHICH IN TURN CAUSE THE STUDENT TO PROGRESS AT HIS OWN RATE 
WITHIN HIS OWN INTERESTS AND CAPABILITIES. THE RC THUS BECOMES AN EXPAND- 
ED "HOME BASE" FOR THE STUDENT, RATHER THAN THE OLD CLASSROOM. 
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
